I believe that there should 
be a change in the organisation of the state highway 
commission. 
It is now composed of three members and 
there is no inhibition in the law against the appointment 
of all three of them from the same section j f the state, 
or even from the same community. ‘ The building of 
highways is not exclusively an engineering matter. 
The 
first consideration is to make them serve the commercial 
needs of the state, and the men who compose this com­ 
mission should be intimately familiar with the conditions 
in every section of the state. 
This can he more nearly 
accomplished, so far as the law is concerned, by dividing 
the state into highway districts and appointing one com 
mission for each district 
of the commission should consist of five members with a 
chairman as the executive officer. 
He should give his 
entire tíme to the work of the commission and of course 
receive such compensation as would secure a man of the 
highest business and executive capacity.
